Remarks :—There are no Military Works whatever in Western Australia, though some are urgently needed, not 
merely for the safety of the Colony, but also for the protection of British interests in these seas. 

Princess Royal Harbor, at Albany, requires a comprehensive scheme of defence to prevent its falling into the 
hands of an enemy, in the event of war occurring. At present it is totally undefended. 

The Military Posts are Perth, Fremantle, Guildford, York, Geraldton, Northampton, and Albany. At each of 
these places there is one Company of Rifle Volunteers, with the exception of Perth where there are two Companies and 
one division of a Battery of Field Artillery (two Armstrong twelve-pounder field guns), while at Fremantle there 
is one division of a Battery of Naval Artillery (two old six-pounder field guns of obsolete pattern), and at Northampton 
there is only a half-company of rifles. None of these are under the control of the Ordnance Department in England. 

The troops are purely Volunteers, drawing merely a Capitation Grant of £1 per effective, but the Legislature 
has voted an increase of ten shillings for 1885. The paid staff consists of an Inspecting Field Officer on a salary of 
£300 per annum, and a Staff Drill Instructor on a salary of £150 per annum. 

There are no “ days training” in this Force. ‘Twelve parades per annum for an effective entitles to capitation 
grant. Inspections and Field Days are included in this number, but not mere drills and lectures.

RAISED AND APPROPRIATED UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF ANY MUNICIPAL 
OR OTHER BODY, NOT ACCOUNTED FOR IN THE GENERAL REVENUE 
OF THE COLONY. 


Under authority of Act of Council 40th Victoria, No. 13, as amended by 42nd Victoria, No. 16, the 
Municipal Councils are allowed to levy General Rates, not exceeding one shilling and sixpence in the 
pound in any one year upon the rateable value of all houses, buildings, land, etc., within their munici- 
palities. Also to borrow money, by sale of debentures, for construction of permanent works and under- 
takings; and to levy special annual rates not exceeding one shilling and sixpence in the pound upon 
the rateable value of property, to enable them to pay the interest on the money borrowed and such per- 
centage of the principal sum as may be named in the debentures issued to raise such money. 

The Municipal Councils have the sole control and management of Slaughter houses and Markets, 
and the licensing of Carriages, and of Dogs, the straying of Stock and grazing of Cattle kept within 
the limits of the Municipalities; and all License Fees, Tolls, and Dues, and all Rents for Stalls, Cattle 
Pens, &c., are appropriated by the Council of the Municipality within which the same are levied. 

Ten Municipalities have been proclaimed. 

Under authority of Act of Council 40th Victoria, No. 5, the Local Road Boards and Municipal 
Councils have power to issue Licenses to Carts and Carriages within their respective Districts and Munici- 
palities, and to appropriate the Fees arising therefrom.
